The CD-ROM has been considered as a “film” under the definition of film 
specified in the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, because it records 
moving visual images in some of its directories. However, because the moving visual images 
are either video loops, partial animations or animations that occur as part of video games, the 
running time of the CD-ROM cannot be accurately or meaningfully recorded, and is therefore 
not applicable.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM, Untitled, otherwise known as Hot Shareware, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The CD-ROM contains over 2500 explicit still images of sexual activity, and 
approximately ten images of young persons engaged in sexual activity. Given the 
titillating manner and the high impact of some of the images, the publication tends to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The 
Classification Office has considered whether the excision of these images would affect 
the classification of the CD-ROM. However, the extent, manner and degree of the 
degrading and dehumanising elements of the publication are sufficient to render the 
publication objectionable. There is a repetitive close focus on women’s genitals which 
degrades and dehumanises the women by reducing them to their genitals. The 
publication also contains images of degrading and dehumanising sexual conduct, such 
as inserting everyday objects, including bottles and a baseball bat, into women’s 
vaginas. These photographs degrade and dehumanise the women by presenting them 
as sexual orifices to be filled by any object. 

Consideration has been given to si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act). However, this CD-ROM has been deemed objectionable under s3(2) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 for tending to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Section 3(2) is a 
deeming provision which overrides si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
